INSTRUCTIVE ADDRESS CIVEN BY 

AMBASSADOR BRYCE 
ON UNIVERSITIES OF NEW WORLD 



British Diplomat Makes Interesting Statements Regarding 
System of Instruction at Oxford and Cambridge 



ADVISES COLLEGE MEN TO ENTER PUBLIC LIFE 



Great Imperialist Recommends Recipioeity in Students Be- 
tween Universities of the Empire 



The Ht. Hon. .lames Bryce yester- 
day afternoon spoke to what was 
one of the largest and most enthusi- 
astic audiences ever seen in the Un- 
ion. This, the closing meeting of the 
Canadian Club, was in every way a 
most complete success. The speaker 
was one of unusual prominence and 
distinction; the address was of pe- 
culiar interest, and revealed a mind 
with a wealth of thought behind it, 
while the audience was the largest in 
the club's history, a conservative es- 
timate being eight bundled. 

Am the time of the meeting ap- 
proached it was closely seen that a 
large number would be present, but 
not even the most sanguine would 
have predicted that the Hall would 
be insufficient, Every seat was oc- 
cupied, the gallery was tilled, the 
doors were crowded, and men stood 
four or five deep all around the hack. 
The audience was representative of 
every faculty, and included many 
from the staff. The Royal Victoria 
College had an unusually large repre- 
sentation. 

Principal Peterson introduced Mr. 
Hrycc, who was greeted with a wnve 
of applause which took several min- 
utes to subside. 

The British Ambassador's first 
words were words of surprise at the 



size of his audience. "I imagined," 
lie said, "that I would only have to 
address some twenty-five or thirty 
students interested in politics. I 
have just addressed two Canadian 
Clubs, one in Ottawa and one in 
Montreal, and consequently my mind 
being like a reservoir, has run dry. 
ft is, however, a great pleasure for 
me to he able to address you today 
as I am very much interested in un- 
iversities, All my life I have been 
j closely connected with universities. I 
studied in three, and was a profes- 
sor for twenty one years in one and 
' four years in another. I have receiv- 
ed honorary degrees from several dif- 
ferent universities, including McGill. 
! So it is that T take especial pleasure 
•in speaking to the undergraduates at 
McGill." 

After declaring that it was the 
young men of today, and especially 
the educated young men who are at 
colleges at present, who will work 
out the destinies of Canada in the 
future. Mr. Dryce went on to enum- 
erate the different works which the 
University youth can render to the 
world. But before technical science 
must come theoretical science, hence 
the value of years of labor with such

BEFORE LARCE MCCILL AUDIENCE 



Famous German Doctor held Unique Clinic in Royal Ed 
ward Institute Yesterdav 



SEVERAL INJECTIONS ON CHRONIC CASES MADE 



Daily Secures Exclusive Story on Interesting Demonstration 
of Revolutionary Cure 



Yesterday McGill had the honor of 
being visited by two very eminently 
distinguished gentlemen. One, an in- 
tellectual leader of two continents, 
I and well known for a (|tiarter of a 
1 century, came in the person of the 
Hon. .lames Bryce, The other, a sci- 
entist known the world over. Hut 
his reputation has been established 
in n most spectacular manner, and in 
an exceedingly short period. This 
was the famous German physician, 
Dr. Frederick Kriedtnann. 

Karly in the morning in company 
with Prof. Dr. Adami, the distin- 
guished doctor visited the entire me- 
dical Bchool and called upon Dean 
Shepherd. 

Immediately after inspecting the 
building, Dr. Prcidmann retired to 
the Bacteriological Laboratories, 
where for several hours he was busy 
preparing the Uacilli to he used in 1 
his demonstration. 

During the early part of the Doc- 
tor's visit to the College, he was 
closely watched by Inewspapcr men, 
but stoutly refused to be interview- 
ed. The reporters were informed by 
Dr. Adami that there might he an 
opportunity for an interview at the 
Royal Edward Institute. The "boys' 
took this for a lip, ami "silently 
stole away." 

The time (or the Clinic bad been 
announced (or eleven O'clock, but 
I hat hour bad come and gone before 
the distinguished gentlemen drove up 



with Dr. Adami to the Institute. 

Col. Hurland, President of the hos- 
pital, received the doctor at the en- 
trance and conducted hint to the 1 
clinical theatre, w here there were i 
awaiting some sixty members of the I 
Medical staff, hospital officials and j 
the final year In Medicine, who j 
through the forethought of Mr. H. , 
C. Dixon, President of the Medical 
Society, were able to attend the de- 
monstration. 

Immediately Dr. Preidmann set a- 
boilt to sterilize the hypodermic 
needles, which are used to Inject the 
tuberçuline fluid. 

In the meantime Dr. Adami. who 
acted as interpreter, explained to the 
audience the mode of treatment and 
normal results. 

"This is not a scrum, but a vac- 
cine. After the first injection there 
is a beneficial re-action which takes 
place within a few days. After a 
lapse of from two to five weeks, an- 
other injection is made. If another 
treatment is attempted before two 
weeks Dr. Prcidmann has found that 
it is almost sure to result, fatally. 
It is on account of this danger that 
the Doctor has not revealed the se- 
cret of bis discovery. It is expected 

that a sehc will be announced 

very shortly whereby the treatment, 
will In' cunt j mied under experienced 
operators appointed by the Govorh-

We have receutly been presented with a copy of the 
statement of receipts and tlesbursenients of the Students 
Council for the periodi extending from July 1, 1912 to 
February 28th 1913. The statement iu question, con- 
tains also au estimate of accounts receivable aud ac- 
counts payable outstanding, and by this means an es- 
timate of the probable deficit is arrived at. 

The report is therefore merely a guess, for the ac- 
counts payable outstanding are listed seperately, while 
the accounts receiveble as far as we can mnke out con- 
sists of the balance from the Universal Fee. We also 
feel inclined to regard the list of accounts payable out- 
standing with a certain dubiousness as wc notice that 
no estimate for salaries during the months of March. Ap- 
ril, May and June has been included. 

The account states that the apparent deficiency of 
revenue is $547.95. This we understand is the es- 
timate provided the university pays for the addition to 
the stands on the campus and lor the upkeep of the 
(.'rounds. 

In view of last year's fiasco we may he forgiven if 
we take the above mentioned statement ''cum grano 
salis." We sincerely hope that the ultimate deficit will 
in reality be as small as it is estimated in the accounts 
which will be presented to the students at next Wed- 
nesday's meeting and to which we make reference here. 
They say figures cannot lie; let us hope that the report 
given out by the Council last March will be the only ex- 
ception tending to prove the rule in the ease of our 
i i nances. 

While we are on the subject of accounts we would 
also like to mention the fact that wc have received the 
revenue and expenditure accounts of the McGill Daily up 
to February 28tll. This also carries with it but little 
information regarding the probable outcome of the pa- 
per's financial year as the accounts payable and receiv- 
able have not been estimated therein.

References were made in these columns yesterday to 
the debt now haugiug over the Student's Council : 'Juitl 
suggestions were made as to the different ways iu which 
this might be met. These were briefly as follows:— 
Firstly, that a direct tax be levied on each undergradu- 
ate either by a deduction from the caution money or 
by direct payment; or secondly, that the students socie- 
ty be incorporated in older that money might be bor- 
rowed with which to pay the debt; this loan to be paid 
up gradually as is being done now at Queens. 

However, another suggestion has been made which 
owing to lack of space, could not be treated editorially 
yesterday. This suggestion is that the graduates of 
the University be asked to pay the deficit and to form 
an advisory board which will assist the Student's Coun- 
cil iu its deliberations. Virtually this proposition 
means that in return for the payment of some' thousands 
of dollars the gratinâtes would be given a voice in the 
conduction oi undergraduate affairs. 

This scheme although it is probably the easiest way 
out of the difficulty, provided the graduates are willing 
to part with the necessary money, has certain undesir- 
able features. In the first place we undergraduates 
have accumulated the debt, we have enjoyed any advan- 
tages derived from the spending of the money; therefore 
wc, not the graduates, should be called upon to pay the 
debt. Iu the second place the introduction of a gradu- 
ate advisory board into the government of under- 
graduate activities, would, to a certain extent, lessen 
student autonomy, which, in its preseut incomplete state 
was only won after a long and bitter controversy. Thus 
the adoption of this suggestion would entail a some- 
what reactionary movement on the part of the Students 
Society, and it is doubtful whether this disadvantage 
would be counterbalanced by the obtaining of a large 
sum of money in such an easy manner. 

As pointed out yestt-dny this and other matters iu 
connection with the undergraduate activities will be ful- 
ly discussed at the annual meeting; and wc would re- 
commend that every student give them his serious con- 
sideration in order that he may he able to arrive at 
some definite decision when the time arrives.
